Mr. and Mrs. H. Baxer, from the Bristol Theatre, were the parties 
who last night appeared seeking the distinguished honor of a place on 
the London Stage. As one of the ushers of the Great Public, we beg 
to inform our Patron, that the gentleman is, as far as we can judge 
from seeing him in ene character, highly qualified to become an use- 
ful performer in any theatre, and that the lady also, is well calculated 
for many lively parts. 

Mr. H. Baker is a little above the height of Mr. Knight of Drury 
Lane, with a good voice and expressive countenance. He acted Tom 
in the above named piece, with great spirit and propriety, and sang 
the introduced coffee-house song with considerable humor. There are 
excellent materials about him for bustling farce characters. Mrs. 
H. Baxer played Ellen very pleasantly, but not in so pointed a style 
as we have been accustomed to witness. They were very flatteringly 
received. 

Mr. Jonxson acted Rambleton with almost too ‘much vigour. 
Mr. Baxer, (our old acquaintance) represented Varnish extremely 
well—we hardly conceived he had so much of the spirit of farce in him. 

The new Opera followed with its usual eflect.
